Henderson, Ky., Oct. G.— In joint 
debate here tonight with John Wor- 
n, republican candidate for con- 
gress, Congressman A. 0. Stanley 
vindicated himself from charges 
that he incited "night riding" in the 
Kentucky tobacco district. Never 
was such a scene witnessed in this 
city before as when Congressman 
Stanley concluded and the entire 
audience went wild with cheering. 
For several mimites pandemonium 
reigned. Hats were thrown in the 
air, throats ripped open with shouts 
and men stood on chairs in their 
frenzy. Again, when Worsham had 
made his rebuttal and the meeting 
broke up, the great audience pushed 
for the platform to take Stanley by 
the hand. He shook hands for half 
an hour and was congratulated right 
and left. 

The debate was held in a tobacco 
factory, Three thousand men at- 
tended. Interest was intense. Mr. 
Worsham spoke for an hour. He 
devoted the major part of his time 
to reading extracts from Republican 
newspapers wherein Stanley was 
charged with uttering words calcu- 
lated to incite night riders to vio- 
lence. Although Mr. Stanley had 
asked his supporters in the audience 
to give Worsham an attentive hear- 
ing, the supporters of the congress- 
man could not suppress their enthu- 
siasm. Time and again, as Worsham 
closed a reading, tne audience shout- 
ed for Stanley in chorus. 

Stanley's reply to Worsham set 
the crowd wild. Mr. Stanley begged 
them to cease cheering and not to 
take up his time. But as he launch- 
ed into a plain statement of his ac- 
tions and utterances about the to- 
bacco war, the audience time and 
again broke in with deafening ap- 
plause. 

He said that he deplored the to- 
bacco question had been dragged 
into politics by Mr. Worsham. "1 
have done all I could," said Stanley, 
"to keep the question where it be- 
loggs— outside of politics." 

Mr. Stanley went on to show 
where he had spoken, begged and 
pleaded for peaceful measures. Far 



from exciting violence he demon" 
strated his influence always had 
been to mitigate trouble in the te- 
bacco districts. 

He declared, amid shouts and 
hand-clapping, bo loud and prolong- 
ed as to drown out his voice, that 
the Republican candidate for Con- 
gress would not have enough votes 
to make a corporal's guard or hold a 
good sized caucus. 

Worsham closed with fifteen min- 
utes rebuttal. He stated that Stan- 
ley's speech had been calculated to 
cause trouble between the miners 
and mine owners. 

The demonstration made by the 
crowd at the close of the meeting 
was the popular verdict. Thousands 
shook hands with Stanley, while but 
few greeted the Republican nominee. 
People came from all over the dis- 
trict to hear the debate. Stanley's 
ilection is unquestioned.

Organized Capital is More 
Powerful Than Government. 



In an address before the Bankers' 
Convention at Denver, Woodrow 
Willson, president of Princeti 
used this expression: 

"The most striking fact about the 
actual organization of modern so- 
ciety is that the most conspicuous, 
the most readily wielded, and the 
most formidable power is not the 
power of government, but the pow- 
of capital. Men of our day in 
England and America have almost 
forgotten what it is to fear govern- 
ment, but have found out what it is 
to fear the power of capital, to 
watch it with jealousy and suspicion, 
and trace to it the source of every 
open or hidden wrong." 

The reason capital is a "more for- 
midable power than government" is 
because capital organized into trusts 
controls Congress through Cannon 
in the House and through Aldrich in 
the Senate by reason of their big 
contributions to the Republi 
campaign fund and control of that 
party. With Bryan in the White 
House, capital will have every pro- 
tection but then President Wilson 
will not be forced to say that capi- 
i "more formidable power 
than government." 
The trusts must abdicate.

The Executive committee of the 
Planters' Protective Association con- 
cluded its business at Guthrie Wed- 
nesday afternoon and adjourned. 

The committee established three 
grading places instead of one as 
heretofore. These are Guthrie. 
Princeton and Paducah, represent- 
ing the eastern, middle and western 
sections of the district. 

The acreage committee reported 
as follows: Believing that the farm- 
ers should pay more attention to the 
quality than the quantity of tobacco 
produced, we recommend the fol- 
lowing acreage scale: Five acres of 
tobacco for the first fifty acres of 
land owned and two and a half acres 
for each additional fifty acres or 
fraction thereof. This report was 
adopted. 

A resolution was adopted prohib- 
iting any association prizer from re- 
ceiving any tobacco on the stalk. 
The object of this resolution is to ir.- 
duce farmers to strip their own t< 
bacco before hauling to the prizer. 

Salesman were elected for all the 
sales places in the district except 
Hopkinsville, Cadiz, Princeton and 
Russellville. 

Robert Glover, of Robertson coun- 
ty, was elected grader to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of W. C. 
Warfield, who died the next day 
after being elected. 

The committee decided that the 
new pledges shall be for a period of 
three years, and that blanks should 
be distributed in the very near fu- 
ture. 

Walter A. Wilson was defeated for 
grader in the central district by J. ! 
O. Bell by a vote of 5 to 4. (iuyj 
Dunning defeated W. W. Radford] 
by a vote of 15 to 9. Dr. J. L Bar- 
Barker, chairman from this county, 
made a strong fight for both Wilson 
and Radford and came within one 
vote of electing Mr. Wilson.
